Continuing his submission 
from y iny, Mr. MeNeill 
sald in a scheme concerning 
the distribution of prizes, if 
there was nothing which an 
entrant could do which could 
affect his success in what he 
was asked, then it wos a 
scheme of pure chance. 


On the other hand, if there 
was anything the entrant ‘could 
do in way of knowledge, skill, 
ingenuity, dexterity or activity 
for the purpose of ascertalning 
the answers to cerialn qucs- 
tions asked of him, then it was 
completely out of tho realm of 
chance, 


The Question 


The scheme in the. present 
cas¢ called’ upon the entrant to 


exercise his knowledge, or if he!. 


did not have that knowledge, to/ to 
exercise his activity, ingenuity 
or skili in finding out the 
answers. 


The question: the Court was 
now concerned with was: Did 
this announcement Invite a cer- 
taln section of the public to’ use 
its knowledge and were: prizes 
distributed without that know. 
ledge?, Did the scheme’ invite 
the permitted” entrant, if he had 
not the’ knowledge, lo use his 
netivity, skill, industry to obtain 
the necessary knowledge? 


Crown Counsel’ had asked 
the’ witnesses If they had read 
the questions long before they 
had gone to answer them, Mr, 
MeNeill said. “I. don't mind if, 
they did,” he added. “I don't 
mind if they had o year, be- 
couse if they did not know the 
answer, they would have to go 


to history books and find out. :
